The ex- 
plosion occurred at 9:45 p. m Tie officer 
then rushed on deck and assisted in lower- 
ing a boat and in trying to rescue the men 


in the water. 


The Spanish cruiser Alphonso XII., Which 
was anchored close to the Maine, also low- 
‘ered her boats and saved thirty-seven of the 


crew of the American warship. 


Another officer said: I was sitting with 
two more officers in the messroom when a 
heavy explosion occurred. It was so heavy 

that we understood the ship would be lost 

and we went on the upper deck and found 
che had been badly wrecked by an explosion 
and that she was on fire and sinking. All 

-efforts were directed towards lowering the 
The Maine settled 
quickly on the bottom of the harbor, only 
her upper works remaining above the water. 
A number of boats from the Spanish warship 
Alphonso XII. and boats from the Ward line 
steamer Ciiy of Washington came along- 
side and rendered assistance. Twenty-four 
men who were slightly wounded were car- 
ried on board the City of Washington and 
the rest of the wounded were carricd on 
board the Alphonso XII., from which place 
they were taken to other quarters, and after 
receiving valuable assistance from the naval 
doctors sent to the military hospitals. 


Many of the Crew Below. 

This officer said the explosion occurred 
somewhere in the forward.part of the mid- 
ships section of the battleship. Many of the 
crew who were below at the time of the 
explosion were unable to escape, and those 
who succeeded in reaching the upper decks 
saved their lives with great difficulty with 
the assistance of the officers and men on

All but the surgeon were in the w 
at the moment of the explosion. Then came 
the stupendous shock. All the officers below 
* pushed on deck, but could get no further 
forward than the middle superstructure on 
deck. Only a very pitiable few of the 350 
' Jackies ever got from below. The water 
rushed over them and many were stunned 


and drowned, but not mangled. 


The officers on deck narrowly escaped, In 
the junior officers’ mess all had to clamber 
out through water and wreckage waist 
deep. One ladder from the after torpedo 
compartment was jammed with men strug- 
gling up for life, All agree that a double 
explosion occurred from the natural result’ 
of an under-water explosion of the maga- 


zines. 


The account of the passengers on the Ward 
line steamer City of Washington, which was 
lying 800 yards from the Maine, bears out 


‘the foregoing statement. 


Brass pipe, angle iron, etc., fell in a shower 
on the decks of the City of Washington, in- 


juring two boats. 


„The Spanish cruiser Alphonso XII. was for 
some time after the explesion in great peril, 
and its mooring tackles were slacked away 
and it was anchored at a greater distance 
from the burning warship, being assisted by 
other Spanish vessels. It then lowered its 
boats and took part in the work of rescue. 

All the navy and the fire brigade were im- 


mediately ordered on duty.

Thomas and Droscky, burned about the 
arms; Gatrell, slightly wounded on one foot; 
John Mair, seriously burned about the arms

Felt Himself Turning Over. 

James Rowe, ship’s cook, was the least n- 
jured of any member brought in while I was 
there. I asked him iow it happened. 

I don't know,” he replied, speaking with 
difficulty. 1 turned in my hammock at 
8 o'clock and heard three bells strike. 1 
don't remember anything more till I felt 
myself turning over and over and falling 
heavily upon the deck through a mass of 
smoke. I got on my feet and worked my 
way on deck. When I got there the super- 
structure deck was dipping under water, and 
I jumped overboard to keep from being 
drawn down in the suction. I was picked 
up by a boat from the Spanish man-of-war. 
Four more were picked up by the same boat.

The explosion, which shook the city from 
end to end, created the wildest excitement. 
All the electric lights were put out by the 
shock.

Sigbee’s Assistant’s Experience. 

Lieutenant Commander Wainwright of the 
Maine was half undressed at 9:45 p. m., and 
was smoking in his cabin, next to that of 
Captain Sigsbee, it is said, when the ex- 
plosion occurred and put out the electric 
lights. Wainwright then lit a match and 
went to Captain Sigsbee's cabin. The Cap- 
tain, it appears, had been thrown from his 
bed, but was uninjured. They both went on 
deck and gave orders to fidod 2,500 pounds of 
guncotton which was on board. The order 
was carried cut, but the men who fulfilled 
it never returned. Havana, however, was 
saved from a still more terrible explosion. 
Four boats were lowered, all manned by 
officers, and one of them was lost. 
Captain Sigsbee went in his own launch on 
board the Spanish cruiser Alfonso XII. to 
thank her Captain and officers. He after- 
wards went on board the City of Washing- 
ton, where Consul General Lee, Dr. W. T. 
Brunner, Acting Sanitary Inspector of Ha- 
vana, and the correspondents of the Amer- 
jcan newspapers had already gathered. 
I have just seen twenty-nine sailors of 
the Maine silently enduring the torture 
caused by powder skinned faces and bodies, 
broken bones, and mangled flesh. They are 
being well cared for in the military hospital 
of San Ambrosio here. The less severely in- 
jured men are yet on the steamship City of 


Washington. 
The severely wounded men will have the 
best of attention also from the men and 
women of the American colony. All the in- 
jured men show great grit. You cannot hear 
a whimper from one of the twenty-nine 
swathed forms in San Ambrosio Hospital, 
nor from those anywhere else. 


Steel Deck Is Uplifted. 
heavy rainfall which immediately fol- 
lowed last nicht's horrors still continues in 
i@ dreary, dismal drizzle. Out in the bay 
lies the wreck Of the once proud Maine. Its 
steel upper deck forward has been com- 
jetely lifted and turned over on its star- 
ard side. None of the big guns in the 
turrets are visible. The Maine is slightly 
listed to port, and all forward of the mas- 
sive cranes for unloading ship's boats has 
completely disappeared. The big funnels 
lie flat upon the twisted and gnarled iron 
braces and pieces of steel deck. From the 
funnels aft the ship seems to be intact. It 
has settled until the water has covered the 
top of its superstructure and the stern 
searchlight and the rapid fire guns look over 

the water just below them. 
Most if not all the bodies will be recovered. 
Two bodies were recovered this forenoon. 
The authorities say they are those of Lieu- 
tenant Jenkins and Assistant Engineer Mer- 
ritt. A vigilant lookout is being kept for 
bodies. Out of fifty-nine injured not over 
four are likely to die. All but five officers 
will go today to Key West. All the slightly 
wounded and all the ablebodied men will 

o also, with the exception of a few who will 
‘be kept here to identify bodſes when they 
are, secured hy the divers. The officers re- 
maining will step at the Hotel Inglaterra.

LIEUTENANT JENKINS’ CAREER. 


Graduated from Annapolis in 1888, He 
Has Seen Much Service at 
Sea. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 16.—Lieutenant 
(junior grade) F. W. Jenkins, who is also be- 
lieved to be lost, was born in Alleghany City 


June 26, 1865, and was appointed naval 


cadet on Sept. 28, 1882, by Representative 
Thomas M. Bayne of the Twenty-third Con- 
gressional District. After a short cruise on 
the Atlanta he was graduated in June, 1888, 


| after which he served successively on the 


Galena, Kearsarge, and Swatara. He was 
next attached to the coast survey, and served 
with it until February, 1890, when he was 
again ordered to sea on the gunboat Ben- 
nington. From June, 1893, to September, 
1805, he was on ordnance duty at the naval 
proving grounds, Indian Head, Md., and in 
September, 1895, he was ordered to the bat- 


tleship Maine and has since been attached 


to that vessel with the exception of a short 
interval in the spring of 1897. He reached 
his present grade of junior Lieutenant in 
January, 1897. He made many friends in 
this city, and was ewe as a most capa- 
ble and efficient officer. 

Ottawa, III., Feb. 16.—[Special.]—Among 
the crew of the ill-fated battleship Maine, 
which was destroyed in the harbor at Ha- 
vana on Tuesday night, were two La Salle 
County boys. George P. Blow, 4 son-in-law 
of Millionaire F. B. Matthiesson of La Salle, 
was on the ship. The other is Carlton 
Jencks. He was a sailor on the Maine, his 
duties being in the dynamo room or elec- 
trical compartment, and his chance of escape 
must have been limited. Carlton H. Jencks 
enlisted in the navy on July 1, 1892. He first 
entered the training school at Newport, and 
has served on several vessels. 


MERRITT A CITIZEN OF IOWA. 


Appointed to the Navy from Red Oak, 
Where His Father Is Now 
Postmaster. 


Red Oak, Ia., Feb. 16. L ILDarem 
R. Merritt, assistant engineer of the United 
States warship Maine, reported among the 
missing in the great catastrophe at Havana, 
is a son of Postmaster W. W. Merritt of 
Red Oak. He was born here and was in 
his twenty-seventh year. In 1801 he was 
appointed a cadet in the United States 
Naval Academy at Annapolis. He com- 
pleted the course there in 1895 and last 
spring completed the two years’ cruise re- 
quired before being commissioned. He was 
on the Amphitrite and afterwards on the 
Indiana. . He received his commission last 
summer. In October he went to the Maine 
as assistant engineer, the rank and pay of 
which position is the same asa Lieutenant 
in the army.’ In reply to a telegram of in- 


quiry to the Secretary of the Navy his 


father received a dispatch late this after- 
noon stating that last advices indicate that 


he is probably lost.

New York, Feb. 16.—[Special.]—Great ex- 
citement prevailed on the Stock Exchange 
to the close this afternoon on account of the 
disaster to the Maine in the harbor of Ha- 
vana. Traders threw stock on the market 


m large blocks. The close of the market 


was very weak after an active day's trading, 
in which prices fluctuated widely, showing 
net losses of from 1 to 6% points. Metro- 
politan Street railway declined 6%. 

The general feeling in the street is de- 
cided uneasiness. Investigation of the 
Maine disaster was eagerly awaited. The 
break in the stock market, more serious 
than the slump at the opening, occurred at 
1 o' clock today. There was a decidedly pan- 
icky feeling, and brokers were scurrying 
about in great excitement. The selling 
movement carried stocks down from 1 té 
7 points from the highest prices of the day, 

There was a scene of the wildest excite- 
ment on the floor and in the galleries of the 
Exchange. Brokers were climbing over 
each other in their hurry to sell stocks, and 
clerks and messengers were scurrying 
through the streets carrying messages be- 
tween the exchange and brokers’ offices. 

The low price shows a total loss for Met- 
ropolitan Street railway from the highest 
today of 7 points. The selling at this point

This brought out the story of a circum- 
stance which occurred while a British man- 
of-war was in New York harbor a couple 
of years ago. Surrounding the cruiser was 
a netting intended to repel torpedo craft, 
and an armed sentry paced the deck con- 
tinually. Captain -Paul Boyton, who 
achieved notoriety by his feats of swimming 
in the English channel and Mississippi

Boyton was detected by the sentry, who 
contented himself with hailing the intruder 
and ordering him away. This course on the 
part of the sentry did not meet with the 
approval of his commamier, who declared 
he should have shot Boyton after he was 
found under the netiing. A court-martial 
upheld this view of the commanding officer 
cf the vessel, and the sentry was dishonor- 
ably dismissed from her Majesty's service.

So far as I can see 
now it will require the evidence that only 
divers can produce to determine the real 
cause, unless some one saw a demonstration 
or suspicious movement prior to the explo- 
sion that may offer an explanation or give 
a clew to tie real facts. 

Should some enemy on board the vessel 
have desired to destroy it he could very 
easily have smuggled some high explosive

possible that the magazine exploded. 
“The magazine is beneath the turret, 
about one-third the length of the ship from 
the bow, and nad the explosion occurred 
there it would have blown everything out 
of the boat, ‘leaving but little more than 
the stern, as there are many thousand 
pounds of powder stored in the magazine. 
The greatest precautionary measures are 
taken with respect to the magazine, and it 


The powder 
is contained in air and water tight tanks 
and securely locked in a compartment the 
keys of which are in the possession of the 
Captain. Only a Lieutenant in charge of 
the powder division can obtain the keys, and 
then only with the Captain’s knowledge. 
It is seldom that any one but a gunner ora 
gunner’s mete goes into the powder-room 
except in time of action or during practice. 
At the hour the explosion occurred there 
is little Ukelhood that any one had recently 
visited the powder-room. " 

It is hardly to be believed and I could not 
think that the Spanish government or any 
officials in authority could have counte- 
nanced such an atrocity, for in that event 
Spain would be damned by every nation in 
the world. It is extremely unfortunate to 
lose a battleship like the Maine at any time, 
much more so at present, for it is like get- 
ting blood out of a turnip to obtalf money 
out of Congress with which to build ships. 

At this time, with long range guns now 
in use, vessels can lie beyond the vision of 
those on shore and so accurately locate shore 
points that they can destroy cities and shell 
fortifications before their presence is known.

ZALINSKI’S FRANK OPINION.

My idea is that a torpedo was placed 
below the water line and directly under one 
of the magazines. The force of the primary 
explosion might have burst through the 
plates and the explosion of the contents of 
the magazines followed.“ 


Rigid Rules to Prevent Explosions, . 

San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 16.—[Special. ]— 
Lieutenant Stoney, U. S. N., in charge of 
the naval recruiting station, said:. 

There are two compartments, or maga- 
zines, for the storage of the powder, etc. 
Both are below the water line. One is lo- 
cated forward and the other aft. Every 
precaution imaginable and every device 
known to modern science is employed to 
prevent an explosion. Even the men realize 
the necessity of exercising the greatest cau- 
tion. Besides this there is always an or- 
derly on duty, and not only are the maga- 
zines but the entire ship is thoroughly in- 
spected in every part throughout regularly 
each half hour. The explosion occurred at 
10 o’clock fn the evening. At that hour it 
is not customary to be handling powder or 
for the men to be doing anything in any of 
the magazines. 

“The torpédo rooms are above the water 
line. There are forward and aft compart- 
ments as well, where the charges for the 
torpedoes are kept. Of course it seems Im- 
possible that the explosion of any of the 
ship’s stores in the torpedo rooms could 
have caused the damage—that is, judging 
from the manner in which the explosion oc- 


curred.” 


Belknap Suspects a Torpedo. 

Boston, Mass., Feb. 16.—[{Special.]—Rear 
Admiral George E. Belknap, U. 8. N. (re- 
tired), is inclined to think that the Maine 
was blown up by a torpedo. The Admiral 
said: 

„ could not help thinking that the cause 
of the explosion was a torpedo. Nothing 
in the later dispatches has caused me to 
change my mind, I do nat see how it could 
have occurred from the paint room, as every 
precaution is taken to prevent the collection 
of explosive gases in the paint room, and if 
such an explosion had occurred it would 
have been more likely to cause a fire than 
to destroy the ship. If the act of blowing 
up the ship can be proved against Spain 
there is but one thing to follow, and that is 
war. But it might have been done by some 
person acting by himself. Such a thing is

Consultation of Naval Officials.

SORROW IN MADRID 


Queen Regent Expresses Grief 
for the Disaster. 


IS TO WIRE CONDOLENCES. 


Sagasta Painfully Surprised at 
| the Tidings. 


HASTENS TO THE PALACE.

Madrid, Feb. 16.—[Copyright, 1898, by 
the Press Publishing Company, New York 
World.]—The intelligence of the disaster 
to the Maine reached Madrid by a tele- 
gram, from Marshal Blanco, informing the 
Ministers of War, Marine, and Foreign Af- 


nected them in any way with the Maine 
disaster. Secretary Long, who had been 
aroused at 2:30 a. m., when the news first 
reached Washington, was thoroughly tired 
out and went to bed unusually early. He 
turned over to Lieutenant Whittelsey the 
receiving of all dispatches relating to the 
disaster, with orders, following out those 
of the President-at-the Cabinet meeting, to 
make public everything relating to the af- 
fair. Very little was received that would 
throw light on the situation, but nearly a 
hundred private telegrams came from 
friends and families of the officers and crew 
begging for specific news of the loved ones 
and relatives who were with the fatal ship. 
Replies were made to such inquiries as 
could be answered. It was hoped by the 
department that a list of the injured among 
the survivors could be secured promptly, 
but though a request for this was cabled 
to Havana at 4 p. m. no response was re- 
ceived. 

The State department was on the alert for 
news both from Havana and from Minister 
Woodford at Madrid, but beyond a second 
message from General Lee, expressing the 
hope that public excitement in the United 
States would be repressed and detailing ad- 
ditional courtesies at the hands of the Span- 
lards in Havana, nothing was received. 

The effort of all government officers to re- 
main calm in the face of the shocking disas- 
ter and its attending mystery was apparent, 
and a number of naval officers volunteered 
theories in support of the accident hypoth- 
esis, all of which, in the absence of any facts 
on which to base a reasonable opinion, were 
decidedly unsatisfying. . 

At the White House the President spent 


the evening till midnight in his office. There. 


was no official conference on the disaster, 
however, and but one caller, Senator Fair- 
banks of Indiana, who merely discussed the 
Maine catastrophe incidentally with the 
other business which brought him to the 
White House. The President displayed the 
keenest interest in the appalling story and 
the deepest sympathy for the sufferers, and 
it was at his suggestion thax the order half- 
masting all government flags was issued. 
He was kept informed of the course of events 
by private dispatches and those of the Asso- 
clated Press, which were sent to him from 
time to time through the evening. 


Opinions of Naval Experts. 


Secretary Long undoubtedly summarized 
the general opinion of the majority of the 
naval experts in finding it impossible just 
now to state the cause of the destruction 
of the Maine. There are a great number 
of theories, but most of them are of a 
character that makes it easy to prove or 
upset them by a single investigation of a 
diver. Secretary Long has taken imme- 
diate steps to make this investigation. Late 
this afternoon he telegraphed to Admiral 
Sicard at Key West to appoint a board 
of naval officers to proceed at once to: 
employ divers, and generally to 
make such inquiry as the regulations of the 
navy demand shall be made in the case of 
the loss of a ship. It is expected that this 
work will take some time and while there 
are officers who say that in their opinion 
it will not be possible, owing to the prob- 
ably disrupted condition of the hull of the 
ship, to make out the cause of the explo- 
sion, the opinion of the majority is that 
the question will be easily settled by the 
simple observation of the condition of the 
ship’s hull plates in the néighborhood of 
the hole which sunk her, whether or not 
they are bulged out, as would be the case 
if the explosion came from the inside, or 
whether they were driven in, as would re- 
sult from the attack of a torpedo or the 
explosion of a mine beneath the ship. 


Spontaneoous Combustion Theory. 

The large majority of naval officers are 
inclined to the belief that the explosion re- 
sulted from spontaneous combustion of a 
coal bunker, the overheating of the iron 
partitions between the boilers and the maga- 
zine, or from the explosion of a boiler, though 
the last theory finds little support. The list 
of survivors that came to the Navy depart- 
ment this afternoon in answer to telegrams 
was inaccurate and made out the loss of life 
eight more than the summary originally 
given by Captain Sigsbee in an earlier tele- 
gram, so Secretary Long telegraphed for 
another corrected list, and also one that 
should show who were and who were not 
wounded of the survivors. 

It was found necessary to do this owing 
to the great number of pitiful appeals for 
information as to the safety of some un- 
fortunates on the Maine that came from all 
parts of the country. 

The naval constructors, in the light of the 
dispatches thus far received, say it is by no 
means certain that the Maine cannot be 
raised and again carry the flag. They say 
that while she is a big ship, others as large 
have been raised, and at Havana the new 
floating dry dock would receive her if she 
could once be gotten above the water. 

Captain Sigsbee evidently is taking an in- 
terest in the future of the ship, for he sent a 
telegram to Commander Forsythe at Key 
West that was prémptly transmitted to 
Secretary Long, suggesting that a light- 
house vessel or some such small craft be sta- 
tioned in Havana harbor to watch over the 
wreck. The latter, even if beyond resurrec- 
tion, contains valuable ordnance and other

No Smokeless Powder on Board. 


There was no smékeless powder on board 
the ship, and the tén-inch ammunition was 
made up of brown prismatic powders. Not 
only is this powdef most carefully packed 
in hermetically seajed copper cases but its 
heat resisting quajities are so great that 
it cannot be ignited by the flame of a match, 
600° Fahrenheit béing the amount of heat 
that must be applied for some time to set 
off the powder. On the other hand, it is 
readiiy ignited, as in the case of the charge 
in the gun, by the explosion of a good quan- 
tity of fulminate. Every precaution is 
rete aboard ship to safeguard the maga- 
zine. 

In its vicinity a sentry stands on duty 
continually. The doors are closed hermet- 
ically except when the ship is cleared for 
action. At 8 o'clock every night the tem- 
perature is taken and the keys of the lock 
door are placed in the Captain's hands for 
the night. The records cf the Navy depart- 
ment show that 87° was the maximum tem- 
perature in the Maine magazine during the 
last month, a very low and safe tempera- 
ture. These facts make it extremely diffi- 
cult to account for the explosion, particular- 


ly as no visitors are admitted under any cir- 


cumstances to the magazine. Of course it is 
possible that there was spontaneous com- 
bustion of some fulminate or gun cotton in- 
tended for use in torpedoes. There were no 
steam pipes or furnaces near enough to 
the magazine to cause the belief that they 
might have exploded the powder. The coal 
bunkers there were in the neighborhood, and 
it is just possible that in them might be 
found the origin of the accident. It de- 
pends.on whether they were empty or con- 
tained coal to a settled degree It is said 
to be the practice of commanders to empty 
the fore bunkers of the ship first, in which 
case the Maine’s bunkers in that quarter 
were probably emptied owing to the length 
of her stay in Havana harbor. 


Danger of Coal Bunkers. 

If, however, the bunkers were not en- 
tirely empty they undoubtedly contained 
within themselves elements of danger that 
might account for the explosion. The de- 
partment, within recent years, has been 
greatly troubled by complaints of sponta- 
neous combustion of coal in the ships’ bunk- 
ers, which has endangered the lives of the 
crews and the safety of the ships. The Cin- 
‘cinnati twice, at least, has been obliged to 
flood her magazines to prevent their blowing 
up during fires of this kind, and the cruiser 
Boston has been in the same condition. In 
some of these cases shelving in the maga- 
zine which separated the powder charges 
has been charred by the heat caused by the 
burning coal in the adjacent bunkers. Al- 
though the bunkers are inspected under the 
regulations at frequent intervals, so nu- 
merous have been these cases of sponta- 
neous combustion that the Navy department 
only recently had the special board investi- 
gate the subject with the view to applying 
preventive measures. Unfortunately, this 
board was prevented from making the thor- 
ough investigation necessary because no 
funds were applicable to the purpose. 

Even empty bunkers have exploded. In 
the case of the Atlanta, some years ago, the 
bunker exploded with great violence, and 
the only explanation that could be given 
was that it probably was caused by the ig- 
nition of the vapors arising from the new 
paint applied to the lining of the bunkers. 


Other Cases of Similar Nature. 

It is said at the Navy department that 
there is no lack of precedent for such disas- 
ters as that sustained by the Maine, all of 
which can be traced to accidental causes. In 
1885 the United States man-of-war Missouri, 
then lying at Gibraltar, was totally wrecked 
by the explosion of her magazine. Another 
case famous in naval history is that of her 
Majesty's ship Doterel. In 1887 it was ly- 
ing at anchor off Puenta Arenas in the 
Straits of Magellan. An exposion wiped 
the ship from the face of the waters, and left 
almost none of its crew alive. This was 
another case of magazine explosion, though 
it may have originated in the coal bunkers 
or boilers. 

Commandant Forsythe at Key West wired 
the Navy department early that he had 
been notified by Captain Sigsbee of the 
Maine to inform Admiral Sicard, in com- 
mand of the North Atlantic squadron, that 
the Maine had blown up and was destroyed. 
He requested that a lighthouse tender be 
sent over to Havana, and added that many 
were killed and wounded. Commandant 
Forsythe'’s message further said that the 
lighthouse tender Mangrove left Key West 
at 8 o’cleck this morning for Havana and 
that the tugboat Fern would promptly fol- 
low it. A second dispatch from Command- 
ant Forsythe said that he had sent the tor- 
pedo boat Ericsson, which was at Key West, 
to Admiral Sicard., who is at the Dry Tortu- 
gas, with a message concerning the disaster 
to the Maine. 

The President and several of his Cabinet 
associates held an extended conference 
about noon. It was not a Cabinet meeting, 
as no notice had been sent out, and only 
Secretary of the Navy Long, Secretary 
Gage, Attorney General Griggs, Postmaster 
General Gary, and former Attorney General 
McKenna were present. The disaster to the 
Maine was the only topic considered.

The concessions made 
by the government to terminate the De 
Lome incident are animatedly commented 
upon by the Madrid préss and in political 
circles in a tone showing the conduct of the 
government is only approved by its own 
supporters. The synthesis of opinion is 
that Spain will not gain much by this fresh 
concession obtained by American diplo- 
macy in the wake of so many others during 
the last three years. El Correo, the prin- 
cipal organ of the Cabinet, publishes a long 
article condemning the conduct of De Lome 
very severely, as a greater offense against 
his own government than against that of 
America. The majority of Madrid papers 
echo the national feeling by asking that 
naval armaments and preparations be 
pushed actively, and even more so the mil- 
itary operations against the Cubans. 


’ Blamed on a New losive. 

Admiral Chacon, the coniniander-in-chief 
of the Spanish navy, in the course of ar in- 
terview today, said the United States war 
ship Maine had on board a “ new explosive, 
based on gun cotton, manufactured by a 
special process.“ Such explosives, he added, 
were very dangerous, the slightest friction 
causing an explosion. He believed the dis- 
aster was due to sucha cause. 

The following semi-official note has been 
issued: 

“The news of the disaster of the Maine 
has caused a painful impression in Madrid. 
It was at first feared that there had been 
some act of imprudence to which the 
catastropfle was attributable. Afterwards, 
as the details arrived, the fears dispelled and 
took the form of feelings of sympathy and 
sorrow for the misfortune which had oc- 

“The Captain General, the commandant 
of the arsenal, the sailors of the cruiser 
Alfonso XII., the crews of the merchant 
vessels, and all the available forces hastened 
to succor the injured.” ; 

Admiral Camera, in the name of the Min- 
ister of Marine, called upon General Wood- 
ford at tho United States Legation this 
afternoon to express the condolence of the 
Spanish navy on account of the catastrophe 
to the Maine. - 

No event since the beginning of the pres- 
ent Cuban insurrection has caused such 
extraordinary and conflicting emotion in 
Madrid. Many papers publish special edi- 
tions tonight. All comment on the event 
in guarded language, congratulating them- 
selves that the catastrophe was accidental 
and expressing satisfaction at the alacrity 
shown by the authorities in Havana to as- 
sist the wounded Americans, who are con- 
sidered in Spain worthy of sympathy. The 
papers admit that all Spaniards shall lay 
aside all unpleasant recollections of the 
conduct of Americans in Cuban affairs in 
the presence of misfortune deserving every 
possible consideration. 

All the Spanish official telegrams carry the 
impression that the explosion was purely 
accidental. 

The Spanish Admiral commanding says 
the information given so far by the officers 
and sailors of the Maine offers no explana- 
tion of the origin of the fire. 

Woodford Hears the 

Madrid, Feb. 16.—The United States Min- 
ister, General Woodford, did not receive 
news of the loss of the Maine from Wash- 
mon. His first intimation of the news 
came from the Spanish Rear Admiral, who 
called at the United States Legation to ex- 
press, in behalf of the Spanish Government, 
regret for the disaster with had befallen 
the American warship. The details then 
reached General Woodford in the dispatches 
of the Associa Press. 

The Imparcial puolished an extra edition, 
saying that the news had produced a deep 
impression in Madrid. The Premier, Sefior 
Sagasta, personally informed the Queen 
Regent of the loss of the Maine. The 
Epocha says: 

Whatever relations between Spain and 
the United States, Christian feelings and 
humanity compel us to regret the catastro- 
phe. The spectacle of so many lives sud- 
denly launched into eternity inspires com-

DISCUSSED BY GENERAL ALGER. 


He Thinks That a Disguised 
May Have Caused the Ex- 
plosion. 


Norfolk, Va., Feb. 16.—[Spectial.]—A rep- 
resentative of the Norfolk Daily Pilot went 
to Point Comfort today and was granted 
an interview with General Russell A. Al- 
ger, Secretary of War. General Alger has 
been seriously troubled for about eight 
weeks with a severe case of the grip, but is 
feeling somewhat improved. He and Miss 
Alger are stopping at the Chamberlin. Gen- 
eral Alger earnestly asked for the latest 
news of the disaster to the Maine. 

Asked as to his idea of how the explo- 
sion could have occurred General Alger 
said that it was perfectly inexplicable to 
him. The statement that the shock of the 
explosion shattered windows in buildings 
all over Havana he regarded with increduli- 
ty, stating that he did not see how an ex- 
» plosion of a battleship out in Havana Har- 
bor could have caused such a havoc. To 
the question if it were not possible that 
some one of the ultra-Spanish element had 
been cealed on board the Maine and 
exploded a quantity of dynamite or caused 
an explosion of the ship’s magazine, he said 
that such a thing as the coming aboard of 
one of the Spaniards disguised as a United 
States sailor was not impossible, and that 
once aboard he might have remained con- 
cealed for some time. General Alger also 
discussed the matter of explosion whether 
from within or without the ship. He stat 
ed that probably no intelligent opinion could 
be formed until divers make an investiga- 
tion of the ship. 


JUNTA SAYS IT IS TREACHERY. 


Belief of Cuban Leaders That the De- 
struction of the Maine Is — 
Not Accidental. 


New York, Feb. 16.—Great interest was 
felt at the Cuban Junta today in the dis- 
aster to the Maine. Some of the Cuban 
patriots did not hesitate to say that they 
thought that the whole affair was the re- 
sult of Spanish treachery. But the more 
composed men could hardly believe that the 
Spanish government would countenance 
such work. They were inclined to believe 
that if the explosion was not the result of 
an accident it was merely the work of some 
Spanish fanatics.

View of the St. James’ Gazette. 


The newspapers nearly all deal editorial- 
ly with the subject, and the St. James’ 
Gazette, which is particularly well informed 
en naval matters, says: “ The fact that 
the explosion took place beneath the men's 
quarters, which is generally on the lower 


decks in the fore part of the vessel. lends 


support to the supposition of mischief: 
wrought by an explosion in the magazine, 
for beneath the forecastle, far as possible 
away from the engine fires, the warship's 
ammunition is stored. It would remain, 
however, to explain by what means the 
magazine, always carefully guarded, could 
have been fired. It must be borne in mind 
that the discipline upon American warships 
usually, to English ideas, is ratherlax. An- 
other suggestion is that the accident may 
have been caused—though the hour at which 
jt occurred seems to negative this—by some 
experiment carried on on board with some 
high liquid explosives recently invented. 
Another possibility, which will readily occur, 
is that the disaster was produced by some 
agency outside the vessel, the explosion of a 
gubmarine mine or torpedo, caused accident- 
ally or otherwise. This, again, naturally 
suggests the thought of it being perpetrated 
by Spanish conspirators or Cuban insurgents 
incensed, from whatever motive, against the 
United States.“ The Evening News clearly

Asks Suspension of Judgment. 

The Morning Post in an editorial of pro- 
found sympathy expresses the hope that 
certain American Senators who have al- 
lowed themselves to talk rather wildly,” 
will suspend judgment. The paper does not 
believe in the torpedo theory, and thinks 
the disaster the result of an accident, but it 
fears the real cause will never be known. 

The Daily Chronicle says: 

British sorrow and sympathy are little 
less vivid than if the casualty had happened 
to one of our own ships.“ 

It thinks the theory that the boilers burst 
absurd, and, after expressing the opinion 
that there ts no apparent justification of 
foul play,” it suggests that some new and 
dangerous explosive which was on board 
with a view of experiment should an occa- 
sicn arise exploded spontaneously after 
suffering the process of chemical decomposi- 
tion, and so fired the magazine. The theory 
that the officers were overhauling the tor- 
pedoes at that time of night the Daily Chron- 
icle dismisses as preposterous.“ 

The Daily Mail says editorially: 

The suspicion of Spanish treachery ex- 
hibited by a section of American opinion 
looks ill beside the accounts of the splendid 
gallantry of the suspects in saving drowning 
Americans, and it indicates an ugly temper 
tward Spain.” 

The Times, editorially, expresses profound 
sympathy with the United States. With 


reference to certain ominous opinions 


heard in America,“ it says: 

“Fortunately for America and for the 
world the United States is not governed 
by persons of this type. So far not only 
the governments, but the people of Amer- 
ica and Spain have acted with good sense, 
good feeling, and dignity. It is fervently 
to be hoped the investigation will prove the 
cause of the disaster an accident, although 
the conditions which can have led up to 
such an accident in such circumstances 
are rather obscure.”’ 

The Standard and Daily Telegraph 
tain similar editorials. 

The Standard believs the casualty to have 
been purely accidental; but it suggests that 
it may be even feasible to attribute such 
an outrage to Cuban insurgents desiring by 
means, however unscrupulous, to involve 
Spain in a foreign war.“

Consensus of Opinion by Mem- 
bers of Congress. 


TALK IS NOT DISGUISED, 


Explosion Is Due to an Enemy 
or a Fanatic. 


TRUTH MAY NEVERBEKNOWN 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 16.—[Special.]— 
If the opinion of members of Congress iz a 
the country will 
certainly be ablaze with excitement on the 
theory that the destruction of the Maine 
resulted from hostile design and not from 
mere accident. A great majority of the 
members of both House and Senate seem 
to believe that the battleship was blown 
up either by the direct design of the Span- 
ish officers or else as the result of the work 
of some fanatic.’ There is a disposition, of 
course, to await further information, but 
even those who decline to be interviewed 
for publication do not hesitate to intimate 
that all the indications point toward some- 
thing other than an accident. 


Senator Mason Feels Ashamed. 


Senator Mason was deeply affected by 
the disaster, and said: “‘ My heart aches 
tonight for the families of the poor 
officers and men who have gone down in the 
harbor of Havana, and I am ashamed of our 
national situation as it must be viewed by 
the other nations of the world. It makes no 
difference whether the diver discovers that 
the sheets were bent in or out, it was sunk 
by treachery, and it cannot help this nation 
whether it was a torpedo from below or an 
infernal machine from within.

I shall not do so 
if Iam convinced that the people of my State 


1 would not be a p r person to serve on 
that committee, for I feel I could not trea 
the Spanish government impartially. Wey 
ler and Blanco are of the same material;

The war, so called, has cost us over $300,- 
000,000 in trade. It has cost us the lives of 
many citizens in this country as well as in 
Cuba. 


Other Losses than That of Life. 


„ Tonight we are poorer by the loss of a 
great battleship, and poorer still in a way we 
cannot estimate by the loss of 250 lives of our 
brave men who went down in the night like 
rats in a trap without any chance to fight for 
their own lives. Yet we are paying a 
friendly and honorable visit in the waters of 
a friendly harbor in honor of a friendly na- 
tion that has starved or murdered at least 
800,000 people on this continent within a 
year; and whose diplomatic representative 
has been a guest at our national table, par- 
taking of our hospitality, and caught in the 
act of attempting to poison our sts, 
There is no honorable course left for the 
American people except to drive the Span- 
lards from this continent.“ 

Probably the best equipped man in Con- 
gress in regard to marine matters is Senator 
Perkins of California, who rose from a place 
before the mast to the ownership of a fleet of 
Pacific Ocean steamships. Hence his opin- 
lon is peculiarly significant. He said: 

IJ cannot conceive that such an explosion 
as that which by the earlier dispatches is 
reported to have wrecked the Maine and 
sent to instant death so many of its crew 
could have resulted from an accident. The 
chances, it seems to me, are 999 in 1.000 
the calamity did not result from accident. 
It has been suggested that the explosion 
might have occurred wile ammunition was 
being handled, but that is scarcely credible, 
as the ammunition on a warship lying at 
anchor is not handled at 10 o’clock at night. 
Then, too, the ammunition on a warship is 
fixed so that it is not in contact with any- 
thing at all likely to produce an explosion. 
Every eleétric wire and every spark of fire 
on board the ship is far distant from the 
magazines. And there is no probability of 
danger by those means being communicated 
to the ammunition. The discipline of both 
officers and men on the Maine, as well as 
on every other vessel, is such that the ex- 
plosion could not have been caused by any 
action of any one of them. 


Protection to Magazines. 
The magazines of the Maine and other

ships of its class and the mechanism which 


operates them are constructed with all the 
nicety of a watch. By the simple pressure 
of an electfic button any magazine on board 
the vessel could be instantly submerged 
and no fire could gain such headway as to 
endanger any of the magazines without dis- 
covery. 

I am firmly of the belief that the horror 
in Havana harbor last night was not due to 
aocident. I can scarcely conceive, either, 
that it was due to the treachery of Spanish 
officials or was brought about through their 
connivance. However, the situation in Ha- 
vana is so critical and the Spanish feel se 
keenly what appears to many of them an 
affront that the Maine should have been in 
the harbor that it seems not unlikely the 
catastrophe was due to the action of Spanish 
sympathizers. That it was not an accidént 
i feel assured, and that it was due to treach- 
ery I am convinced.“ :

It is improbable that the explosion oc- 
curred from within. The magazine may 
have exploded, but if so that was probably 
the result of a first explosion from the out- 
side: There was nothing in the magazine to 
cause an explosion. There was nothing but 
brown powder, of which there were 50,000 
pounds, which burns, but will not explode 
except under peculiar conditions, which do 
not exist here. It is incapable of belief that 
this powder exploded. The doors of the 
magazine are in plain view and the key ts in 
the possession of the Captain, and no one 
can get at the magazine without his permis- 
sion. The powder is in metal cases. If a 
man got into the magazine he would have to 
tear open the cases and build a fire to set 
the powder of.“

Senator Hale, chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Naval Affairs and a member of the 
Committee on Appropriations, said he had 
just come from an interview with the Sec- 
retary of the Navy, and he felt conSdent 
the Navy department would institute a thor- 
ough investigation into the disaster. “ There 
is no occasion,” said the Senator, for Con- 
gress to take the matter up. Surely some- 
thing should be left to the department, and 
this is one of the things which, in my opin- 
ion, should be so left. It is, of course, impos- 
sible, from the information received, to say 
how the accident occurred, but I feel con- 
fident that the facts, when developed, will 
show that it was an accident The Maine 
was, of course, prepared for action in case 
action should be necessary, and had, there- 
fore, many vulnerable points exposed. A 
battieship is little less than a volcano under 
the most favorable circumstances, and when 
legislating for the increase of the navy ; 
always feel that a war vessel may prove to 
be almost as dangerous to those on boardas 
to those whom it might engage in hostile 
cenflict. For this reason I am sure the at- 
fair in Havana Harbor will prove a genuine 
sensation in naval circles independent of any 
political aspect of it.“ 

The Senator expressed the opinion that 
Congrees would take steps to prevent the 
decrease of the navy, but would not under- 
take to say that there would be immediate 
efforts to replace the Maine. 

He said that whatever could have caused 
the catastrophe he was sure no frierd of 
Spain could have been guilty of such con- 
duct, for the reason, if there had been no 
higher motive, the act would have been a 
very foolish and foolhardy one. He said the 
Maine cost, according to his recollection, 
between $3,000,000 and $4,000,000. 

Senator Fairbanks—The reports are so 
meager that it is impossible to determine 
the cause of the explosion or locate the 
responsibility if any one is at fault. A thor- 
ough investigation doubtless will be ‘nsti- 
tuted by the proper authorities. It is a 
most deplorable accident and one which will 
awaken the most general sympathy. 


Think It Time for Action. 


Senator Warren of Wyoming—If it should 
develop that the Spanish had anything to do 
with the occurrence, both the United States 
navy and the army ought to be summoned to 
take the matter up in earnest. If it should 
prove to be an accident it should be care- 
fully investigated, for it is high time such 
accidents were brought to a close. It has 
apparently come to be true that our naval 
vessels cannot make any move, cannot go 
up à stream or down a stream, or out to 
sea without grounding or having some other 
accident befall them. I hope, therefore, 
that no time will be lost in determining the 
cause and placing the responsibility for the 
occurrence, whether due to the hand of a 
foreigner or a member of our own forces. 

Senator Pasco—It is a deplorable occur- 
rence, but it is impossible to say whether 
any one can be held responsible or blame- 
worthy. Certainly a most rigid investiga- 
tion should be made into the accident by the 
Navy Department and if it should subse- 
quently appear that legislative action is 
necessary Congress should take the matter 
in hand. For the present, however, it is fair 
to presume that the President and Navy 
Department will take the proper steps in the

Ex-Senator Butler of South Carolina—It 
is decidedly strange that American vessels 
have visited every port in the world and no 
accident befallen them, but as soon as a ves- 
sel visits Havana this great disaster oc- 
curs. ‘ 

General Butler was of the opinion that 
some bold man had gone aboard the Maine 
and placed a grenade with a slow match 
where it would explode the magazine. It 
was probable, he thought, that many people 
had been permitted to visit the warship and 
that some one of the visitors had carried a 
grenade aboard. 

Senator Morgan of Alabama, member of 
the Committee on Foreign Affairs—In the 
absence of definite information as to the 
causes and results of the Maine catastrophe 
I would not venture an opinion upon it. If 
it was an accident, as the first dispatches 
seem to indicate, it was most deplorable: if 
it was due to treachery, as some are inclined 
to believe, it was most heinous, and no penal- 
ty would be too severe for those responsible 
for it. But whether the calamity was due 
to accident or treachery I should like to see 
introduced in Congress a joint resolution 
providing for the immediate construction 
of two battleships equal in size and equip- 
ment to the Maine and costing not a dollar 
less than the ill-fated Maine cost. Action of 
that kind by us would indicate to the world 
that whenever or wherever one of our tenta- 
cles was cut off two would at once grow in 
its place. It seems almost out of the ques- 
tion that it was the result of an accident. 
Is it ufmal for a ship of the Maine’s class 
to carry its magazines in its bow where the 
explosion seems to have occurred? But I 
can say nothing ot that now. I cannot guess 
and cannot speculate. It is an awful calam- 
ity. Let us await the particulars. 


General Wheeler Tenders His Services. 


General Joseph Wheeler, ex-Confederate 
cavalry commander, now a member of the 
House from Alabama, sent the following 
message to the President this afternoon: 
To the Honorable the President: In case 
of any trouble with Spain, remember. that 
my tender of services is on file at the War 
department. JosePH WHEELER.”

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HAN AMPLE WARNING 


Disaster to the Maine Pre- 
dicted by Capt. Sigsbee. 


DISPATCH Is ON FILE. 


It Is Sent in Secret Cipher but Is 
Officially Disregarded. 


IS ATTRIBUTED TO FEAR. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 16.—[ Special. 
Warning of the disaster which befell the 
battleship Maine was received in Wash- 
ington some time ago, and apparently dis- 
regarded. If not disregarded, the secret 
of the anxiety of officials was well kept. 
Securely reposing in the secret files of the 
State department is a cipher dispatch from 
Captain Sigsbee of the battleship Maine. 
It was presumably sent by special courier to 
Key West and forwarded from there. At 
any rate, it was delivered by Secretary 
Long to Assistant Secretary Day. It con- 
tained in effect a solemn warning from Cap- 
tain Sigsbee that no more battleships could 
safely be sent to Havana Harbor without 
serious consequences. 

The Captain declared that his ship was in 
a dangerous position and that he had rea- 
son to believe it was intentionally placed 
where it would. be subject to the fire of 
masked batteries from the land and almost 
directly. over submarine mines or torpe- 
does. He expressed the opinion, with all 
Aue deference for his superiors, that no more 
ships should be sent to Havana Harbor for 
show purposes merely or to make a demon- 
stration of force. He warned the depart- 
ment that this would be exposing the ships 
to the possibility of destruction. He did 
not himself propose to leave Havana, as to 
do so would seem like running away from 
threatened danger, but he was very firm in 
regard to the folly of exposing other ships 
to the danger which he felt and almost 
knew hovered over his own command. 

At the time it was first rumored that the 
Maine was to be sent to Havana Minister 
Dupuy de Lome was both indignant and 
belligerent. He said with the utmost frank- 
ness to officials of the State department 
and leading members of Congress that the 
sending of a ship to Havana harbor would 
be considered distinctly as a hostile act. 
He also expressed an opinion that any 
ship sent there would be blown up sooner 
or later. 

To members of the Foreign committee he 
stated that the entire harbor was planted 
with torpedoes and protected by submarine 
mines, both of which means of defense were 
operated from the shore. 

When Captain Sigsbee's secret dispatch 
was received at the department it. was 
thought he was unduly alarmed and had 
been influenced by rumors on the streets 
and in the cafés. No more ships were sent 
to him, but the torpedo boat Cushing was 
detached from the fleet at Tortugas and 
dispatched to Havana with the supplies 
which were originally to have been sent by 
one of the smaller boats. 

The warning of Sigsbee coupled with the 
threatening talk of De Lome is quite suf- 
ficient to cause well-posted officials at the 
State and Navy departments to express the 
belief that it was no accident which blew 
up the Maine and buried 300 brave sallors 
under the slimy waters of Havana harbor. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 16.—Assistant 
Secretary Day said at 11 o'clock tonight that 
he had not received from Minister Woodford 
the reply made by Spain to the note regard- 
ing the De Lome letter. Judge Day added 
in response to a question that he had no 
intimation as to the nature of Spain’s reply. 
If the reply should reach here tonight it 
will not be translated until tomorrow.

‘May Wheat Closes at $1.031—Experts 
day the News from Havana Is Not 
the Cause of the Jump—Excitement 
on the Curb—Feeling Among Stock 
Specaintors and Merchants—In the

The blowing up ot the Maine had a de- 
pressing effect on the local Stock Exchange 
yesterday and in the Board of Trade prices 
for grain went soaring, but experts said 
the jump was not particularly due to the 
cistressing news from Havana. May wheat 
opened at 90% cents and closed at $1.08%, 
covering in all a range of 7 cents. 

The news on the Stock Exchange caused 
one of the worst breaks that have been ex- 
perienced since the memorable flurry follow- 
ing the Venezuela message. Local specula- 
tors were kept busy all day watching mar- 
gins which seemed likely to be wiped away. 
Stop loss orders came in thick and fast to 
brokerage houses, and there was a general 
feeling of alarm and apprehension among 


did not decline as much as many of the more 
timid traders had expected, and while losses 
35 from 1% to 2 points were general, yet un- 

er the circymstances the decline, it was 
conceded, might have been worse. 


Exaggerated Rumors Circulated. 
Exaggerated rumors were in circulation in 
La Salle street during the day, and found 
credence among traders. It was “ ticked” 
in that a Spanish warship was making for 
New York, and that no vessel of Uncle 
Sam could get to that port in time to pro- 
tect the metropolis, including the “ pro- 
fessionals of Wall street. 
It appeared to be the general opinion on 
the street that if it should be proved that 
the explosion: was not due to an accident 
there would be a general drop in quotations 
of from 5 to 10 points. It is predicted tha: 
feverish conditions are bound to continue 
until the De’ Lome incident is closed and 
phe disaster to the Maine becomes accounted 
orin a way which will involve no complica- 
tions with Spain. Among bankers and busi- 
ness-men generally, exclusive of stock 
brokers and traders, no alarm appeared to 
be felt over the situation, and the incident 
appeared to be regarded as a terrible catas- 
trophe, but having no significance affecting 
foreign relations adversely or disturbing 
business at home. ete 
May wheat in Chicago did a whole lot of 
things with neatness and dispatch. It cov- 
ered a range of seven cents from the official 
opening at 99% cents to the apocryphal quo- 
tations established on an excited curb. It 
sold three and one-half cents above the cor- 
responding delivery in New York and above 
the corresponding delivery in every market 
of the United States. It sold nearly 15 cents 
above the July delivery, which under ordi- 
nary conditions should be at least a small 
premium to represent carrying charges. 
Even without taking into consideration 
the curb trade there was plenty of excite- 
ment and wide fluctuation of price. A dol- 
lar a bushel has been the price looked for- 
ward to for some little time by the bulls as 
~a red letter day price for May wheat. De- 
cember, January, and February deliveries 
had passed the dollar point successively. 
May ¢ame within a fraction of making an 
even money record on Tuesday and cér- 
tainly reached that price on the Tuesday 
night curb. First prices yesterday were 
around o cents. There was no business 
done there, however, or in fact at or under 
$1. From that point to the close at $1.03% 
it was a one-sided bull market, with 
plenty of excitement and irregular quota- 
tions, but no important reactions. The ad- 
vance was taken right up after the regular 
close and continued until the curb traders 
would have needed lanterns to facilitate 
making memoranda of deals.

It is no longer we who 
defend ourselves; it is the government which 
is forced into the position of defendant, and 
the comic part of the whole busines’ is that 
Van Cassel, the public prosecutor, has sat 
two days in the tourt and has barely opened 
his lips. He wears a certain air of raillery, 
which may be inspired anyhow, either by us 
or by the other side, but the counsel in the 
government prosecution who makes his sole 
business to be amiably, sarcastically amused 
is not the most terrible adversary. 


Enmity in Outside World. 

It is much to be wished that France 
could realize how little enmity there is in the 
feeling which dnimates the outside world. 
There is a general idea in the bourgeoise 
mind that the honor of the army and nation 
is assailed by everybody who believes*in 
the innocence of Dreyfus. That is nonsense. 
The nobler side of the military spirit of 
the people is neither dead nor dying be- 
cause of the natural, half mechanical sub- 
mission of subordinates of military officers 
to their chief, and France has no ex- 
ternal enemies at this moment, nobody hat- 
ing her as she absurdly fancies. The whole 
trouble under which France suffers is the 
bugbear of the twilight; it needs but the 
lighting of a candle to make nothing of it. 
If I secure an acquittal we shall march rap- 
idly to the concluston, but if I am con- 
demned I believe the affair will become more 
grave.“ 

I could not resist the temptation to tell 
Zola I had secured an appointment with 
Count Esterhazy. He answered: 

Tou are about to have between your 
hands the most interesting of human docu- 
ments. He is a thoroughgoing bandit, but a 
brave bandit; he has undeniable courage 
and knows how to defend himself like a lion.’ 


Victim of a Plot. 

„Count Esterhazy emphatically declares 
himself to be the victim of a miserable 
plot that has been raised against him by 
the Jews.. With regard to the letters which 
have been cited against him, he makes a fra 
admission of their authenticity with the 
exception of the famous letter in whith he 
is said to have expressed the wish to com- 
mand a regiment of Uhlans. He said: 

They have charged me with writing a 
great number of compromising lette.s to 
Mme. Boulancy and a crowd of scoun‘rels 
has defamed the reputaticn of the lady by 
the assertion that she has been my mis- 
tress. As a matter of fact she is my aunt 
and is little older than myself and has al- 
ways been regarded by me with a sort of 
fillal affection and respect. It is perfectly 
true years ago, when I felt myself disappoint+ 
ed in my military career, I wrote her in con- 
fidence, inspired by the extreme intimacy of 
close relationship, letters which I would not 
willingly have made public, but those letters 
have been examined by my fellow offcers 
and I have been unanimously acquitted of 
every charge of disloyalty to the uniform I 
wear. 

lt is almost impossible that the drama 
now being played in Paris should reach its 
close before we have entered upon scenes 
of violence, and it is likely the rough streets 
of Paris will be strewn with 100,000 dead 
before the miserable business is brought 
to a conclusion. For my part I should ask 
nothing better than to lead my regiment 
against the Jews of Paris and would shoot 
them down without hatred or anger es a 
work of public safety as willingly as if they 
were so many rabbits.“

“Zola is moved by vanity, as he thinks 
himself the first man in the world.

But he 
has not proved anything, and if he appeared 
alone in the Paris streets he would be tern 
to pleces.“ 

Emile Massard, owner of La Patrie, the 
chief anti-Dreyfus paper, and President of 
the Military Press syndicate, was seen at 
the office of La Patrie. He said: 

“Speaking for my chief editor, M. Mil- 
levoy, and myself, I am sorry to see the 
manner in which foreigners, Américans es- 
pecially, blindly take Dreyfus’ side. The 
secret package cantains, we know, a piece 
of paper signed by Emperor William order- 
ing the German embassy here to compel 
Cette Canaille Dreyfus to deliver his prom- 
ised information. We have hinted twice at 
its existence, but each time the German 
government has denied it through the 
agency of Havas. If that secret paper were 
produced it would mean war within two 
months. The people of Paris do not under- 
stand the gravity of their position nor per- 
ceive the meaning of the’mobilization now 
going on in Germany, ostensibly for China.“

ANOTHER DISASTROUS STORM. 


Heavy Gale Doing Damage in New 
York, Boston, and Along the 
Atlantic Coast. 


New York, Feb. 16.—[Special. ]—Apprehen- 
sion is felt in shipping circles in consequence 
of the wind and rain storm which struck 
this section of the coast last nght. The 
wind continues tonight. It is one of the 
worst storms of the séason. At times the 
wind has assumed the proportions ot à ter- 
rifle gale. Shipping men agfee. that when 
the wind attained such velocity here it mh 
have been blowing several miles ah hour 


of vessels. 

The wind was varying between thirty and 
forty miles an hour from the northwest at 11 
o'clock, and continued. The highest velocity 
today was forty-eight miles an hour. After 
the storm We are to have a cold wave, equal 
to the recent one, which caused grea er- 
ing among the poor.

What is known as the Denver 
extension is a necessary outlet, and this be- 
jongs to the Reorganization committee and 
i entirely beyond the control of the gov- 
ernment. The syndicate which bought the 
Union Pacific found it could parallel the 
Kansas Pacific for about $8,000,000. The 
first mortgage debt is about that amount 
itself. To rid themselves of a possible dan- 
gerous rival the syndicate offered to bid 
$2,500,000 for the government lien. This was 
the upset price fixed by the court. 

“When pressure was applied the syndicate 
@nally raised its bid for the government 
daim of $7,000,000 to about $4,500,000. This 
would have made the road cost them some- 


mere than they could build a new line for 
ané-this extra sum was taken to represent 
the value to the syndicate of wiping outa 
competing road. 

“We found upon investigation that the 

_ government mortgage did not cover any of 
the branch lines nor the Denver extension. 
Neither the Alton nor the Burlington, which 
are feeders for the Kansas Pacific, could be 
induced to bid at any price, because they saw 
the road was isolated and had its outlet only 
through the Denver extension. Prominent 
railroad men who had no possible inierest in 
the line were consulted and said that if the 
government secured the principal of its loan, 
which is $7,000,000, it would be doing excced- 
ingly well. We held out for that figure, be- 
cause we knew that the Reorganization com- 
mittee had based its entire financial scheme 
not only on the Union Pacific but on the 
Kansas Pacific as well, and that it would be 
necessary to form a practically new syn- 
dicate to do without this comparatively use- 
ee branch. The Kansas Pacific is of value 
oly w nes which are feeders like the Bur- 
ton and Alton. They refused to touch 
thegovernment lien at any price, and hence 
we were forced to the conclusion that if we 
paid $8,000,000 to clean off the first mortgage 
securities we could not possibly sell the road 
for $15,000,000, which would be the amount 
of the first mortgage plus the principal of 
the government. 
e therefore made an arrangement by 
which we forced the syndicate to increase 
their bid up to the amount of our principal 
and we feel that the government has come 
‘out of the transaction on much better terms 
than could have been expected. The sale of 
both the Pacific railroad lines should be con- 
sidered together. The syndicate arranged 
to sell them under the Cleveland adminis- 
tration for $45,000,000. We have secured 
$65,000,000, thus saving the government 
$20,000,000. 

“The President gave Congress every op- 
portunity to act and we made our deposit 
30 as to bid in the Kansas Pacific if neces- 
gary. On the composite transaction the 
government therefore loses only $6,000,000, 
which is a comparatively small sum in view 
of the fact that the total involved was over 
$70,000,000.

Lundin-Stoskopf Amendment Is 
Stricken Out. 


ASSESSORS IN COOK COUNTY.

Springfield, l., Feb. 16. 

The House will make an effort on Friday 
morning to get a revenue bill through, The 
joint conference committee has practically 
agreed on the measure. There are plenty of 
Republican votes in the Senate to do the 
work, but there are eleven Republican ab- 
sentees in the House. Representative 
Daugherty is in Washington. Representa- 
tive Flannigan is absent from the city and 
no one knows exactly where heis. Some of 
the members are sick. Representative Nohe 
has been at his home all the week, part of 
the time confined to his bed. Augustus isa 
plucky chap, however, and he wired the 
chairman of the House steering committee 
he would come whenever he was needed. The 
Republicans have all been summoned to be 
in the House on Friday morning. Governor 
Tanner was dead sure this afternoon the 
vill would be sent whizzing along on Friday.

to let the police bill go by the board if the 
House would only adjourn on Friday and 
the Legislature get out of town.

The Cook County members met during the 
day and agreed on the House provisions re- 
specting the county Assessors in Cook. 
There are to be five of these, and four of them 
are to come from Chicago, the fifth from the 
county outside of the city. This Board of 
Review — B of three members. The As- 
sessors are to get $3,000 a year. This seems 
to be the settlement of that particular bone 
of contention. It is understood if the bill 
becomes a law that four city Assessors have 
already been parceled out among the lead- 
ers of the Cook County machine. Hertz is 
to get one place, Jamieson another, Keyes 
another, and Lorimer the fourth. All hands 
will go gunning for the country member. 
The bill will retain the double column tax- 
ation scheme. That is to say, the full fair 
cash value of the property will be in one 
column and one-fifth of it in the adjoining 
column, and one-fifth is to be used as the 
basis of taxation. The committee also 
knocked out what is known as the “ inquisi- 
torial ’’ section, but they left two provisions 
in the bill, sections 15 and 16, which describe 
pretty stringent oaths to be taken by own- 
ers of property or representatives of cor- 
porations. Both of the amendments known 
as the Wilson propositions were sent adrift 
in short order. 


Stoskopf Amendment Dropped. 


Along about 3:30 this afternoon the com- 
mittee took up the famous Lundin-Storkopf 
amendment. The room was crowded and 
Lundin was out in the Senate chamber en- 
tertaining a party of friends with a story or 
two. Senator Dunlap, who presided, called 
attention to the disagreement between the 
House and Senate on this proposition. Sen- 
ator Baxter, who always has been opposed 
to it, moved that the Senate recede from 
the position it has taken, which, by the way, 
reveals the proviso that mining, manufact- 
uring, and printing companies and compa- 
nies incorporated for the purpose of breed- 
ing live stock shall be assessed by the local 
assessor. Senator Morrison, who was at 
the end of the long table facing Senator 
Dunlap, seconded the motion made by Sen- 
ator Baxter with the remark Knock it 
out, it is not right, anyway.“ A minute 
more and Dunlap, after looking around the 
crowd to see if any one wanted to make a 
speech, put the proposition, and the joint 
committee by a vive voce vote declared it 
carried. Senator Humphrey recorder hini- 
self in the negative, but he was the only one 
in the eighteen who did so. Morrison 
said himseif this afterncon that he had 
learned to his own satisfaction that the 
amendment in question was by some people 
intended to harass the newspapers alone. 

The Senator said he did not propose to 
make any distinction, and for that reason 
intended to vote against the proposition. 
So the famous Lundin-Stoskopf amendment 
was killed in less time than it takes to write 
it. Lundin said when he heard of the action 
of the committee that he intended to make 
a fight on the floor of the Senate to non- 


the committee, whereupon he got a hearty 
laugh for his pains. 

The committee also indorsed the provision 
of the House bill providing that the tax 
for municipal purposes shall not exceed 
half of 1 per cent in Chicago and one-fourth 
of 1 per cent of the fair cash value of prop- 
erty assessed in other counties of the State. 
When the bill was up in the House Jonathan 
Merriam put in an amendment allowing the 
State Board of Equalization to raise the 
assessment of corporations, but not to lower 
it. The committee knocked this out. this 
afternoon. The provision of the House 
bill respecting the Board of Review in coun- 
ties outside of Cook was adopted. It pro- 
vides that the President of the County board, 
and the County Clerk, and some person to 
be appointed by the County Judge shall 
constitute said board. 

It must be remembered now that it will 
take seventy-seven affirmative votes to con- 
cur in the action of this or any other con- 
ference committee. Seventy-six will not do. 
So far as can be learned tonight, McLauch- 
lan is the only Democrat who will support 
the revenue legislation. He is none too 
‘well satisfied with the actions of the com- 
mittee, and may refuse to stand for them.

Steamer Ericsson Goes Down 
in the Storm. 


ALL SAVED EXCEPT ONE, 


Sixty Passengers Are Taken Off 


by. a Tugboat. 


BOAT ACTUALLY BLOWN OVER. 


Velocity ot the Wind Is Forty Miles an 
Hour. 


OCCURS IN THE EARLY MORNING, 


Philadelphia, Pa., Feb. 14—[ 1— 
When making way against terrific gales this 
morning from Baltimore to this city the 
steamer Ericsson of the Baltimore and 
Philadelphia steamship company was blown 
over and sunk in fifteen feet of water in 
the Delaware, just off the mouth of Chris- 
tlana Creek. One man was reported 
drowned, but all of the sixty passengers were 


taken off by the tugboat Laura B. and were 


conveyed to this city. 

The steamer, commanded by Captain John 
W. Grace, left Baltimore yesterday after- 
noon at 5 o'clock, and proceeded north in 
Chesapeake Bay, and part way through the 
conecting.canal to the Delaware in pleasant 
weather. Shortly before leaving the canal, 
however, the wind began to blow, and when 
the Delaware was reached the gale was 
blowing at a forty-miles-an-hour rate. 

As the steamer drew near the mouth of 
the Christiana the storm increased in in- 
tensity, the gale blowing at such a rate that 
everything was carried before it. It 
soon became apparent that the ves- 
sel was in a serious situation, and 
the passengers again became thoroughly 
alarmed. Many of them, asleep in their 
berths, had not been disturbed by the gales 
of the night. They were awakened by the 
shouts of the passengers and the crew, and 
hurried to the open decks. . 


At the Wind’s Mercy. 


By this time the lower deck was covered 
with water. The fires under the boilers 
had gone out, and the vessel was at the 
mercy of the wind. Gradually it continued 
to sink until it landed on a shoal in fifteen 
feet of water, and then it settled: There 
were six feet of water on deck, and the wa- 
ter was almost within reach of the first 
upper deck. This occurred at 6:30 o’clock 
in the morning. 

Distress signals were displayed, and final« 
ly the Laura B., commanded by Captain 
Sparks, hove in sight, and in a short time 
all of the passengers and crew were taken 
off the sunken steamer. According to one 
of those who participated in the rescue of 
the passengers, the wind blew the boat over 
to its port side and the Captain tried to turn 
its head to the wind, but before it could 
right it began to sink, and he then ran it 
towards shore with all possible speed. 

Harry J. Moore of Delaware City, Del. 
one of the passengers of the Ericsson, said 
this afternoon: ‘“‘ The steamer sprung a 
leak at Chesapeake City, but ft proceeded 
on its way, although the wind was blowing 
at a terrific rate. Many of the passengers 
refuged to go to bed, owing to their fear 
that an accident might occur during the 
night. 
reened to the port side, and the water 
poured in torrents over the hurricane deck, 
flooding all of the staterooms on that side 
of the boat. As the boat failed to right 
itself and there seemed to be great danger 


of its turning over, the pilot steered for 


shallow water. The deck was at an angle 
of 45 degrees, and the water poured in all 


‘of the staterooms, and, although I was on 


the top deck, I was standing in water upon 
the ridge at the bottom of the smokestack, 
We all had life preservers on. The passen+ 
gers rushed to the side of the boat, many 
without clothing, and had no time to return 
for their clothing. We saw no member of 
the crew until some time after we struck. : 


Panic of the Passengers. 
„When the water put out the fires in? 
boilers, resulting in the lights being turf 
off,.the panic occurred. One tug and the 
steamer Brandywine tried to reach us, but 
failed, and we remained there until 9 o’clock, 
when the Laura B. succeeded in taking the 
passengers off. We stood in the cold for 
nearly five hours. Some persons were on 
their knees praying. and all were terror- 
stricken. William Braxton, a colored fre- 
man on the boat, stuck bravely to his post 
until he succeeded in drawing the fires, 
preventing an explosion that would have 
been serious. The man who was drowned 
was pinned in his stateroom by the rushing 
water, and could not in any way get out. 
The steamship company agreed to replace 
all icles of clothing lost.” 

e John Ericsson is a new boat, hand- 
somely fitted out, and is one of the best of 
its class sailing from this port. It was built 
by Neafie & Levy, and was launched on 
June 13 last. It was christened by Miss 
Mary Helen Cadwalader,, daughter of John 
Cadwalader, ex-collector of the port. Itis 
a three-decked steamer, 209 feet long, 2 
feet wide, and has 10 feet 6 inches depts 
of hold. Its engines are of the triple que 
pansion type, and the cylinders are 14, — , 
and 36 inches in diameter, with a 
piston. It has an electric light system, and 
it has Scotch boilers of steel 11 feet 10 
inches in diameter and 11 feet in length, 
with a steam pressure of 150 pounce to 
the square inch. The main deck of the 
vessel is used for passengers and cargo. 
and the saloon and hurricane decks are 
exclusively for passengers. There is space 
awarded for sixty-seven staterooms, with 
a nicely appointed dining-room located aft 
on the hurricane deck, thus providing 
plenty of light and air. Besides these requi- 
sites the vessel is provided with a first-class 
library, intended for the use of passengers, 
The vessel can carry, all told, 150 pauséne 
gers. *

Philadelphia, Pa., Feb. 16.—[Special.]—A 
fire which, owing to the heavy wind, spread 
with great rapidity started in some unac- 
counted for manner in the big freight sta- 
tion and warehouse of the Philadelphia and 
Reacing railway company at Front and 
Noble streets about noon today. In one 
and a half hours the entire structure was 
ea wreck, for the roof and some portions of 
the walls had fallen in, carrying with them 
sections of the second and third floors. The 
merchandise with which the. building was 
stored was completely destroyed. The loss 
cannot accurately be told at this time, owing 
to some uncertainty as to the value of the 
merchandise, but it is variously placed at be- 
tween $150,000 and $200,000. The burned 
building was a substantial three-story brick 
100 feet by 250 feet in dimensions. 


SURPRISES IN THE ELECTION.—The 
election yesterday, which resulted in a vic- 
tory for William J. Roney, the Republican 
candidate for Tax Receiver, over William H.

The inference is plain 
that, with the dominant party split in twain 
by its factional struggles and the independ- 
ents annually gaining strength, it is cnly 
a question of time, and apparently of a short 
time, when they will sweep the city against 
all parties and factions.

Topeka, Kas., Feb. 16.—The government 
lien on the Union Pacilic railroad in Kansas 
was sold today to the Reorganization com- 
mittee for $6,308,000. 

The sale took place in front of the waiting 
room of the Ynion Pacific station in North 
Topeka, The auctioneer was Judge W. D. 
Cornish of St. Paul, special master. Alvin 
W. Krech of New York was the bidder. 
There was very little interest manifested in 
the proceeding. Not to exceed fifty men 
were present, most of them being North 
Topeka denizens who happened to be in 
the vicinity at the time. It took Judge 
Cornish about ten minutes to read the order 
of sale and one minute more to sell .the 
property. There was only one bid. 

Prumptly at 11 o' clock Judge Cornish came 
out of the waiting room, carrying a book, 
cn the back of which were the printed 
words, Government of Kansas.“ With- 
out any ceremony he opened the book and 
read the order of sale. Then he closed the 
book and offered the property for sale to the 
highest bidder. 

How much am I bid?’ he asked. 

Mr. Krech, who was standing near, said: 
“On behalf of Winslow 8. Pierce and my- 
self I bid 88.803. 000. 

I am bid $6,303,000," said Judge Cornish. 
“Do I hear another bid?’ Then, after a 
pause: There being no further bids, I de- 
clare the property sold to Winslow S. Pierce 
and Alvin W. Krech for $6,303,000.” 

That was all of it. Judge Cornish, Mr. 
Krech, and the rest of the party went to 
their special car and the crowd dispereed. 
At 2 o'clock this afternoon Judge Cornish 
filed a report of the proceedings in the 
United States Court. He almost immediate- 
ly withdrew the report, and N. H. Loomis, 
assistant general attorney for the Union Pa- 
cific, left with it for St. Louis. Mr. Loomis 
will appear before Judge Sanborn tomorrow 
to have the sale confirmed. Among those 
at, the sale were Winslow 8. Pierce of New 
York, chairman of the Reorganization com- 
mittee and of the Board of Directors of the 
new Union Pacific company; Horace G. Burt 
of Omaha, President of the new company, 


W. R. Kelly of Omaha, genera! solicitor of 


the Union Pacific; W. P. Cowin, special 
counsel of the government; Charles Blood 
Smith, counsel of the bandholders; and A. L. 
Williams. the Union Pacific's general attor- 


ney for Kansas. 
Judge Cornish will sell the 


eastern division of the Union Pacific in 
Kansas—140 miles—under a special meet- 
ing, the upset price to be $4,500,000. On Fri- 
day at Salina he will sell the middle division 
—2%4 miles—under a special mortgage, the 
upset price to be $5,300,000. On Saturday he 
will sell the entire line from Kansas City 
to Denver under the consolidated mortgage, 
the upset price to be $8,000,000. This sale 
will take place here, and the three properties 
will be purchased by Mr. Krech. It is said 
that the Reorganization committee was in 
a hurry to have the sale confirmed to pre- 
vent possible interference by the govern- 
ment. 


FIVE THUGS HOLD UP MATHISON. 


Indiana Avenue Druggist Brutally 
Beaten, but Is Saved by Ringing 
Electric Bells. 


Five young desperadoes tried to hold up 
Soren Mathison in his drug store, 2126 In- 
diana avenue, last night, but were foiled by 
the bravery of their victim. Disregarding 
their revolvers, which they flourished in his 
face, Mathison rushed to’the rear of his 
store and rang the electric bells used to 
summon a number of doctors to the store. 

The thugs, failing to force Mathison to 
give up his money, beat him over the head 
until he was unconscious and then fled. 

Mathison, who is 50 years old, owns. the 
Louisville apartment building, where his 
store is located. He was alone in the phar- 
macy hen the robbers entered. Three of 
them walked into the store, while two re- 
mained outside. All of them ranged from 
17 to 22 years in age, Mathison says. 

As they entered he stepped behind the 
cigar counter. They walked to the counter 
as if to buy some tobacco, but when they 
were within a few feet of the old man one 
of them drew a revolver and demanded his 
money. He walked toward the register, the 
three robbers keeping at his heels. 


George Beck, a resident of Seward City, 
Was an eye witness of the disaster. He was 
standing on the beach when he saw a small 
steamer battling with the wind. Suddenly 
there was a flash, and the steamer burst 
into flames, foundering in a few seconds. 

It had on board twenty-five passengers 
and crew. Fifteen passengers who went 
north in the Clara Nevada returned on the 
Islander, and say its boilers gave much 
trouble on the northward voyage and once 
the steamer took fire but was extinguished 
before serious damage was done. They say 
the steamer was undoubtedly wrecked by 
the boilers bursting. ‘The Rustler of Juneau 
has gone to look for the survivors. 


HARDSHIPS OF EDMONTON TRAIL 


C. H. Passells of Chicago on His Ex- 
perience on the Back Door ” 
Route to Klondike. 


C. H. Passells of Chicago, who recently 
returned after an unsuccessful attempt to 
reach the Klondike by way of the Edmonton 
route, gives the following graphic account 
of the experiences of his party on a road 
which turned out to be far from what it was 
“cracked up to be, and says his dearly 
bought experience will not be lost if it serves 
to convince the prospective Klondiker that 
it will be wisest to make haste slowly, and 
not to decide with undue precipitation upon 
the time to go and the route to be taken: 

J left Edmonton last September,” says 
Mr. Passells, with four companions and 
thirty-six pack horses, going by way of the 
only known pack trail, the Lake St. Ann. 

“Ths route was recommended to us by 
Edmonton citizens, who informed us that 
several other parties had already gone that 


way and that several of the mounted police 


had also been sent over it to determine the 
feasibility of a ‘regular path and wagon 
road. 

Our party included two experienced min- 
ers, who had seen years of rough service and 
traveled over many a rugged road and 
mountain pass. 1 

After passing Lake St. Ann the wagon 
road became a single pack trail, very 
crooked, mostly through scrub timber, com- 
pelling us to drive our horses in single file 
only. In this way, after crossing innumera- 
ble creeks and shallow streams, we finally, 


after nine days of travel and exhausting 


work, reached the Athabasca River. Owing 
to the depth of the river we were compelled 
to swim our horses at this point, which took 
a whole day. 


Supplies had to be sent across by boat or 


canoe, and as we had not provided for this 
emergency we tried to hire Indians to set 
our equipment across, but they charged such 
outrageous prices that we refused to pay 
them, though it took two precious days to 
fell a great cottonwood, shape it into a 
canoe, and ferry our supplies across. 

“We found our work and progress grow- 
ing daily more difficult. Though our map 
showed a straight northwesterly tracing, the 
trail became so circuitous we seemed to be 
traveling toward every point of the compass 
at once, so that by the end of each day, 
when we’ had actually traveled at the rate 
of fifteen miles a day, we really traversed 
not more than four or five. 

During all of this painful journey, about 
three weeks, wé were in heavy timber. The 
worst kind of windfalls obstructed our prog- 
ress. The country had been burnt over for 
many miles, so that we had to look sharp not 
to lose the trail, The swamps became so 
numerous that from six to ten were not un- 
usual in a day’s journey. Our heavily loaded 
horses, not being able to find solid footing, 
would go down half a dozen at a time, mak- 
ing it necessary for us to unpack them, help 
them out, and then repack. 

But still we pushed on, crossed Hawk 
Creek, and passed through the awful burnt 
wood district, which compelled our horses to 
step over fallen timber three and four feet 
high all day long. This was severe on the 
poor animals, the more so that the pack 
saddles had to be placed on galled and bleed- 
ing backs every morning. 

In the course of a week or two we finally 
dragged ourselves across the narrows of 

turgeon Lake and Smoky River, and by the 

ime we reached the Peace River crossing it 
was already Very cold and snow covered the 
ground. 


The Chicago Freight Bureau of Merchants 
and Shippers is in jeopardy. Whether it will 
continue in existence will be determined be- 
fore the end of this month. A month ago 
the Chicago Board of Trade, which had paid 
half the expenses of the bureau—about $6,000 
—gave notice of the withdrawal of the sup- 
port. Members of the bureau who had con- 
tributed the balance of the money necessary 
felt they could not afford to keep up the 
bureau as now organized without the as- 
sistance of the Board of Trade. It was ad- 
mitted, however, that there was need of an 
organization of this kind, even if it had to 
be conducted on a less expensive scale. 
Without some agency of this kind to check 
discrimination on the part of the railroads 
Chicago would suffer hereafter far more 
than it had in the past. 

Several meetings of the Executive commit- 
tee of the bureau have been held witha 
view of determining what steps were neces- 
sary’to maintain the Bureau on a less ex- 
pensive scale. Yesterday two committees 
were appointed to get the merchants and 
shippers to pledge their support. If these 
committees fail to get enough money to run 
the organization on a small scale at least 
the bureau will be abandoned, 


Has Accomplished Much. 


The bureau has been in existence nearly 
fifteen years and has done much good in pre- 
venting discrimination against Chicago by 
railroads. It made a fight, in conjunction 
with the Cincinnati Freight bureau, against 
the discrimination of the Southern roads 
against Chicago and the Ohio River clties. 
Had the bureau confined itself to its legiti- 
mate work of looking after the interests of 
tie merchants and shippers it would not be 
today on the verge of dissolution. But 
about a year ago it framed a bill for the 
amendment of the interstate commerce law. 
One of the provisions was that Congress 
should legalize pooling under the supervis- 
ion of the Interstate commission, notwith- 
standing the fact that many of the mem- 


ders of the bureau were opposed to railroad 


pools. The’feeling against the bureau be- 
came more bitter, and the Board of Trade 
decided to set itself right in the matter by 
withdrawing and declining to render further 
support. 


Withdraw from Lumber Tariff. 


- General Freight Agent Sargent of the Pitts- 
burg and Gulf road was notified on Tuesday 
by the St. Paul, Rock Island, Alton, and 
Burlington's Missouri lines that they had 
decided to withdraw from representation on 
the former company's through lumber tariff 
from Arkansas, Texas, and other Southern 
Stations to all points on the latter’s lines 
north and east of the Missouri River. The 
Illinois Central announces that similar ac- 
tion will be taken to points on its Illinois 
lines and beyond. Chairman Midgley has 
also wired the roads operating via St. Louis 
and asked them to cance! their lumber tariffs 
from Texas and other Southern territory in 
competition with the tariff of the Kansas 
City, Pittsburg and Gulf road. The Atchi- 
son, Topeka and Santa Fé and the Burling- 
ton had previously withdrawn from the 
tariff. 

The Chicago Great Western is the only 
Kansas City connection of the Pittsburg and 


Gulf which has so far refused to cancel 


through tariffs with that road. The Great 
Western has some sort of traffic arrange- 
ment with the road and is sending consid- 
erable freight over it to gulf points. 

Scalpers will have a rough road to travel 
hereafter if they.continue the sale of tickets. 
The Illinois anti-scalping law having again 
been declared constitutional the roads pro- 
pose to arrest every scalper who is found 
dealing in railroad tickets. The cases 
against the scalpers now under indictment 
will be pushed, and Attorney Forrest, who 
has been retained by the railroads, thinks all 
the indictéd men will be convicted. 


Last Hope Is Removed. 


Recently the scalpers through Judge Pren- 
dergast made a motion before the Supreme 
Court to set aside the judgment sustaiping 
the constitutionality of the anti-scalping 
law. Advices were received here yester- 
day that the Supreme Court had denied 
the motion, thus destroying the last vestige 
of hope the scalpers have had. Attorney

CHILDREN NOW THERE WILL NAVE) 


HOMES FOUND FOR THEM. 


American Home Finding Association 
and Christian Endeavor Society Ia- 
terested in Their Welfare — Some 

Young Inmates Need Constant 
Watching, but Others Could Be 
Vastly Improved by a Change of 
Surroundings. 


As soon as arrangements can be perfected 
some of the poor children now cared for at 
Dunning will have homes found for them 
by the American Home Finding association. 
Four weeks ago the Executive committee ot 
the Chicago union of the Christian Endeavor 
asked Dr. Hoover, the superintendent of 
the Home Finding association, to consider 
with them the care of the smaller children at 
Dunning. At the meeting a subcommittee 
was appointed to wait upon President Healy, 
who assured the members that the County 
Commissioners would codperate in any plan 
for the wellfare of the children. 

To see the children in whom such kindly 
interest was taken a reporter for THe TRIL- 
UNE Visited Dunning and was shown through 
the children's department by Superintendent 
Lange. At present there are fifty children 
there ranging in age from 2 weeks to 11 
years. Many of the babies are brought in 
with their mothers. Some are hopeless im- 
beciles, other epileptic, and one or two in- 
sane. There are many of the children who 
are bright, affeationate, and would be good 
looking if tastefully dressed. It is for these 
walts that homes will be found. The im- 
beciles must stay on and on, never growing 
older mentally. There is one there now, 
gray-haired and withered, who is amused by 
the things that diverted her in her childhood. 

Imbecile children are nearly always well 
physically, but their care is difficult. The 
insane are far more easily cared for. All 
the children at Dunning are neatly if poorly 
dressed. 

If you could see some of them when they 
are brought here in the fall,“ said Superin- 
tendent Lange, when they have been living 
in the streets and alleys, sleeping under 
sidewalks, feeding on crusts and refuse, and 
crusted with dirt, you could not recognize 
them now. We hardly know them ourselves 
after the dirt is removed.“ 

These children of the slums are pinched 
and emaciated when they come to Dunning, 
but wholesome food soon brings rosy tints 
to the haggard faces. Their food is good 
and given in generous quantity. But, how- 
ever kind and careful the Dunning at- 
tendants, the mental and moral agmosphere 
of a poorhouse cannot be beneficial to chil- 
dren. However careful the attendants are 
in that mixed multitude, the children are 
affected by their surroundings. It is much 
better than the streets, and it is a step up- 
ward from the homes of the majority, but it 
is in no sense a home. It is at best a place 
of refuge. 

When the children come to a certain age, if 
they remain at Dunning, they are divided 
among the industrial schools ef the coun- 
ty, of which there are four, two for boys 
and two for girls. It is just now, while they 
are still young, that the Home Finding as- 
sociation and allied socicties promise these 
little outcasts lifelong benefit if they result 
in providing them homes. 

The American Home Finding association 
was organized last September, with the Rev. 
Dr. Hoover as general superintendent. He

Wheat Makes Wild Advances. 


Wheat was a one-sided market from the 
start. First quotations showed an advance 
of e in May wheat, and the heavy buy- 
ing of the day was put down to the account 
of the Northwest. The local elevator peo- 
ple have realized the dangers of hedging in 
the market, but the Northwestern people are 
just beginning to realize what their posi- 
tion is. The Northwestern receipts were 250 
cars, against 348 a week ago and 165 a year 
ago. At one time on the advance May wheat 
was nearly 15c over July. The discount be- 
tween the two futures is said to be unprec- 
edented even with corner conditions in 
force. No one pretends to say that the ad- 
vance is due wholly to wheat demand and 
supply conditions. The local market got out 
of line with other markets further than 
ever. At one time the Chicago May price 
was 31% over the New York May price, and 
even at the close the difference was against 
New York by 3%c.

FRESH FIGURES ON APPLE STOCK. 


Nearly 773,000 Barrels Leas in Storage 
than a Year Ago. 


Statistician Snow of the National Apple Shippers’ 
association has made a compilation showing the 
stocks of apples on hand Feb. 1, tabulating the 
reports furnished by members of the association, 
and in some instances supplementing them by re- 
turns from private sources. The reports cover all 
the Eastern, Northwestern, and Southern States 
where apples are carried, and show a grand total 
of 962,460 barrels, as compared with 1,735,300 
bris on Dec. 15, 1897. A little over 72,000 bris 
are credited to the Province of Ontario and points 
not reporting. In this city there are 170,000 bris 
in cold storage and 15,000 bris in ordinary, ware- 
houses, making a total of 185,000 bris, as against 
280,000 bris Dec. 15, 1897. 

Cooler weather made an improved demand for 
game and poultry yesterday, chickens being in 
rather light supply. The general list shewed very 
little change. The improvement recently noticed 
in beans was maintained, a moderate business 
being done at 98@95c for hand-picked. Butter is 
quotably unchanged and firm for fancy makes, 
but barely steady for the under grades. Receipts 
of eggs so far this week exceed those of the first 
three days of last week by about 300 cases. There 
is a good demand, consumption holding up well 
and being apparently on the increase. The retail 
trade is inclined to buy a little more freely. Light 
receipts are making a strong potato market, with 
prices le higher for fancy kinds. Peddling trade 
is quiet by reason of colder weather. Receipts so 
far are 74 cars, against 150 cars last week.

| FINANCES OF DRAINAGE BOARD. 


Clerk James Reddick Submits His Re- 
port for the Last Year—

The annual report of Clerk James Reddick 
was made to the Drainage board yesterday. 
It covered the financial operations of the 
board for the last year and reviewed the cost 
of the channel to Jan. 1, 1898. The cost in 
the past has always been given in gross 
amounts.

Ofchrosky’s body, when recovered, was 
‘ound tangled in the decoy ropes with which 
the boat had been filied. The man’s feet 
were bound tightly together.

W. P. REND PREDICTS PEACE. 


Without a Strike. 


The agreement between the coal operators 


convention held in Chicago recently, and 
which regulated wage scales in a manner 
apparently satisfactory to both sides, will 
amouht to nothing in the opinion of W. P. 
De Armit, manager of the New York and 
Cleveland Coal company. The refusal of 
the Hocking Valley operators to sign the 
agreement renders it practically inopera- 
tive, he thinks. Other mine owners, how- 
ever, hold a different view. They say that 
the various coal mine operators are now 
nearer being of one mind than ever before, 
and say the differences of the Hocking Val- 
ley people will be settled in a manner satis- 
factory. ‘They declare that De Armit has 


constant cutting of wage scales, and that 
he would like to have the convention come 
to naught. 

It is said leaders of the organizations of 
miners have declared a strong fight will 
be waged against the New York and Cleve- 
land Coal company during the summer. 
With friendly relations existing between 
the other mine owners and the men, the 
various organizations will be able to raise 
sufficient money to maintain a strikein that 
company's district. It is said that the or- 
ganized miners want revenge for past griev- 
ances, and in order to concentrate their ef- 
forts on the one company are willing to 
have peace elsewhere. Consequently, they 
say, De Armit is hopeful that the agree- 
ment will come to naught, and thus deprive 
the miners of their power of united action. 


Discusses the Agreement. 

Mr. De Armit arrived in the city yesterday 
and took rooms at the Great Northern. He 
said that his presence here had no signifi- 
cance with regard to the general situation 
and that he came merely to look after the 
business of his company. When asked asto 
the effect the agreement would have during 
the coming season he asked: 

Is it an agreement? As I understand an 
agreement,“ he continued, it must be en- 
tered into by all the interested parties. At 
the Chicago convention the Hocking Valley 
people did not sign the agreement, and, what 
is more, they gave notice that they would 
not abide by itsterms. It strikes me that the 
whole affair is like this: You and I agree 
that you are to sell me a lot. one-third of the 
purchase price to be paid in cash and the 
rest in ninety days. at interest. Then, when 
IT ask the price of the lot, you say $1,200, and 
I tell you that I will pay but $800. We are 
apart on a very vital point to the sale, and 
the deal is off.“ 

“Is there a prospect of the coal miners 
going on another strike this summer?” was 
asked. : 

As to that, I can make no prophecy. Iam 
as much in the dark as you are.“ continued 
Mr. De Armit. “ It is utterly impossible to 
say now what the men will decide to do next 
summer.”’ 

Would the agreement stand if the Hock- 
ing Valley people joined in it?“ 

That is another thing I cannot make any 
prophecy on,“ he said. My company did 
not sign the agreement, as you call it. But 

if every com y interested had joined in 
on the scheme there would have been means 
found by some of them to get under the 
figures of the other companies. They could 
reduce wages by using their truck stores to 
that end, or by other means. But with the 
refusal of the Hocking Valley operators to 
enter it I cannot see that the so-called 
agreement amounts to much of anything.“ 


W. P. Rend Looks for Peace. 


W. P. Rend, who has mines in both the 
Pittsburg and Hocking Valley districts, 


„While at the convention the Hocking 
Valley interests were not granted the just 
demands to which they are entitled,“ he 
> paid, “it is probable that they will find 
some peaceful adjustment with the miners, 
go as to prevent any strike or conflict dur- 
ing the coming year. ‘The grounds of com- 
plaint of the Hocking Valley operators are 
these: They have a vein of coal from six 
to nine feet thick, while in other parts of 
Ohio the veins are much thinner, not 
averaging, as in Jackson County. more than 
three or four feet in height. In the Hocking 
Valley a miner can produce four to five 
tons of coal in a day’s work, while in thin- 
ner veins two and one-half to three tons 
is'a day’s work. Until recently rates were 
lower in the Hocking Valley than in those 
sections of Ohio where the veins are thin- 
ner and harder to work. The differentials 
in rates of mining, which were from 10 to 
20 cents a ton, have been abolished. The 
Hocking Valley people claim that this does 
them an injustice and that a differential of 

at least 10 cents a ton should be estab- 
ished in their favor. They also feel a 

further injustice because differentials were 
established in the convention between thin 
and thick veins in Illinois and Indiana and 
in the Pittsburg region there has always 

been the same ruling. They ask for a 

similar rule in their State, and in the con- 

vention made the fair offer to leave the 

Settiement to arbitration. They are still 

Willing to do so. In any case, I am sure 
’ that some peaceful way of adjustment will 
de agreed to by both miners and operators,

Superior Court Judges Authorize 
Hutchinson to Apply to the Supreme 
Tribunal for Not More than Three 
Country Magistrates, in His Discre- 

tion—Hanecy and Tuthill in a Race 
for Horton’s Vacated Rooms, in 
Which the Former Is the Winner. 


The Judges of the Superior Court yester- 
day named Judges Brentano and Ball as 
Chancellors, to succeed Judges Shepard and 
Freeman, who go to the Appellate Court. 
Judge Brentano will take the chancery cal- 
endar of Judge Shepard, and Judge Ball that 
of Judge Freeman. ‘ 
The removal of Judges Brentano and Ball 
from the law to the chancery side will leave 
the Superior Court without the necessary 
number of Judges to transact the common 
law business with expedition. This situa- 
tion was discussed by the Judges in meeting, 
and by resolution the whole matter was re- 
ferred to Judge Hutchinson, who was in- 
structed to apply to the Supreme Court for | 
not more than three country Judges in his 
discretion. 

Judge Hutchinson said later that he would 
not ask the Supreme Court for addi- 
tional help at present, and thought it prob- 
able that not more than one Judge will be 
necessary. 


Scramble for Courtrooms. 


Judicial dignity was forgotten during the 
day by Judges of the Superior and Circuit 
Courts in a scramble for the desiraple rooms 
vacated by the new justices of the branch 
Appellate Court. The most determined were. 
Judges Tuthill and Hanecy, both of whom 
for many months have east covetous glances 
at the room allotted to Judge Horton. The 
vietory finally rested with Judge Hanecy, 
who secured Judge Horton’s quarters by a 
flank movement, in which he transferred 


of a case. 
Judge Tuthill made application for the 


room on Tuesday, saying that he would 


take possession. This he did and instructed 
his bailiff to nail on the door the card con- 
taining his name. Judge Horton learned of 
this and notified the Sheriff that he had not 
yet given up the rooms and instructed that 
Judge Tuthill’s card should be taken down. 
This was done and the Sheriff, in pursuance 
of the notification of Judge Horton, locked 
the door and refused to allow any one but 
Judge Horton in the room. 

Judge Tuthill, when he found the door 


jocked. went to the Sheriff's office and de- 


manded the key to the room from Chief 
Clerk Webber. The latter said the key was 
still in the possession of Judge Horton and 
refused to open the room for Judge Tuthill. 


The latter had previously announced in the 


law bulletin that he would hold court in 
room 417 instead of his room on the second 


floor. 
Hanecy Steals a March. 


Yesterday morning Judge Hanecy went to 
Judge Horton and asked him if he might use 
his courtroom after the latter had vacated 


it. To this Judge Horton agreed and the 


room was vacated at 11 a. m. Judge Hanevcy 
was notified, and with all speed had his 
desk and the books of his private office 
moved over, and he himself, although hear- 
ing a case, adjourned his jury and wit- 
nesses from one room another. 

Judge Tuthill’s ire was aroused, it is said, 
when he learned of Judge Hanecy’s action, 
and in a letter to the Sheriff he expressed 
himself in vigorous terms. Later he de-, 
cided to ask the County board to rent a room 
for him in the Chicago Opera-House Block 
which he could use for chambers, and he 
would then remain in his own courtroom. 
“I shan’t do anything in the matter of 
securing Judge Horton's room,” said Judge 
Tuthill. shall not get into a quarrel over 
the room.“ 

Judge Hanecy said there was no quarrel 
between himself and Judge Tuthill over 
the possession of Judge Horton's room.

Compromise Resolution Adopted. 


What might have resulted in a warm de- 
bate over the proposed flour legislation, 
which is now before Congress in the shape 
of the Mason bill, was averted by the pas- 
sage of the following compromise resolu- 
tion: 
Resolved, That this congress commends the 
earnest efforts of the manufacturers of new corn 
food and other products to increase the use of 
corn. So long as such products are honestly made 
and sold for what they are, they have nothing to 
fear. 

After the noon adjournment the delegates 
proceeded to the food exhibit of the Ameri- 
can Farmers’ congress, 24 Washington 
street, and partook of their luncheon. 

Subcommittees were appointed on finance, 
legislation, promotion and publicity, and on 
the Omaha. and Buffalo expositions.

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MASS BEQUEST 1S LEGAL. | 


SUPREME COURT REVERSES IMPOR- 
TANT RULING OF JUDGE HORTON, | 


— — 


Decides a Man May Leave Money and | 
Property to the Roman Catholic 
Church to Be Expended in Services 
for the Repose of His Soul—Holds It 
Is Charitable in Nature—Case That 
of Jesuit Church Against Heirs of 
Andrew Clogan. | 


— — 


The Supreme Court of this State has de- 
cided that bequests for masses for the re- 
pose of the soul of a deceased person are 
legal on the grounds they are charitable in 
nature. The decision was reached in the 
case of “ Hoeffer et al. vs. Clogan et al.,“ 
and reversed the rulings of Judge Horton, 
who, a year ago, decided that such bequests 
would not hold in law. An appeal was 
taken from his decision by the Jesuit Church 
and the case carried direct from the Cir- 
cult Court to the Supreme Court and the 
opinion was handed down on last Mon- 
day at Springfield. | 

The question has long been disputed, the 
Roman Catholic Church always insisting 
that bequests for masses were within the 
law and resisting all attempts to set them 
aside. The case attracted widespread at- 
tention and the finding of the State Su- 
preme bench is the most important upon 
this question yet rendered by any court in 
the United States. ; 

The case just decided was over a bequest 
made by Andrew Clogan to the Jesuit Holy 
Family Church, West Twelfth and May 
streets, for masses to be said for the re- 
pose of his soul and of the souls of certain 
other persons named. in his will. Clogan 
died some years ago. When his will was 
opened it was found that he had bequeathed 
considerable real estate besides $1,000 in 
money to the church. The property by the 
terms of the will was to be sold by the 
church and all the money expended in re- 
quiem masses. | 

The residuary legatee brought suit in the 
Circuit Court about a year ago, disputing 
the legality of the bequest. The case was 
heard before Judge Horton and after hear- 
ing the arguments on either side he held 
that both the devise and the bequest were 
void and a decree was entered accordingly. 
From this decree an appeal was taken di- 
rectly to the Supreme Court. 

In the will of Mr. Clogan the bequest was 
made directly to the “Holy Family 
Church.” As the Jesuit Church of that 
name is not incorporated there is no such 
entity known to the law. The bequest 
would, therefore, fail unless it could be 
helped out by the doctrine of charitable 
uses. The case thus fairly and squarely 
presented the question, Is a bequest for 
the saying of masses for the soul of a de- 
ceased person a charitable bequest in the 
legal sense? and this was the question: 
mainly argued in the case. 

In the decision handed down by the Su- 
preme Court this question is answered, the 
court holding that such bequests are char- 
itable in a legal sense. The decision is a 
long one.

A portion of his boyhood in the Maine woods, 
with a colored boy for companion. After 
the war, this colored boy, long since grown 
to maturity, of course, and become an illu- 
sive, baffling sort of creature, begins to 
send to a newspaper near the scene of his 
and Hawthorne’s youthful exploits extracts 
from a diary purporting to have been kept 
by Nathaniel Hawthorne during his resi- 
dence there. Later, another mysterious 
colored man appears, the first dies, the lat- 
ter cannot be found—and there you are! 

A careful reading of the brief extracts 
purporting to be Hawthorne’s own account 
of a healthy boyhood fails to disclose any- 
thing of the slightest bearing on his sub- 
sequent career. If he wrote these sentences 
at all, and there is grave doubt about it. he 
showed no precocious signs of the art that 
was in him. Nor do they afford any clew 
to that overwhelming shyness which was 
to envelop his later years. In a word, this 
book is not even important if it is true.

ORCHESTRA FOR NEW-YORKERS. 


Metropolitans Desire to Secure a Perma- 


nent Organization—Its Proba- 
dle Cost. 


The telegraphic report from New York of 
a meeting held with a view of founding a 
permanent orchestra in that city, published 
in Tun TRIBUNE of yesterday, is another 
expression of the desire of metropolitans to 
secure a permanent organization. From 
time to time and with growing frequency 
since the visit of the Chicago Orchestra to 
New York there has been much comment 
in its newspapers of dependence upon Chi- 
cago and Boston in this branch. The possi- 
ble departure of Mr. Seidl to Berlin, where 
it was reported he would be given the post 
of conductor at the Royal Opera, has doubt- 
less had something to do With the present 
movement. 

The full details of the financial part of 
this plan, made known yesterday, are: 
Estimates ranged from $100,000 to $1,000,000, 
Those who argued for the largest sum 
stated that the Boston Symphony Orches- 
tra, the weekly pay-roll of which amounts 
to $4,000, represented an investment of ex- 
actly $1,000,000. It was announced that 


$60,000 of subscriptions were in sight, and 


that if brought to life the orchestra would 
be engaged by Manager Grau for the opera 
season of 1897-1898. 

In commenting on the wide divergence of 
opinion as to the cost of maintaining the 


projected organization, Miss Anna Millar, | 


manager of the Chicago Orchestra, said: 

“Mention is made of a subscription of 
$1,000,000 and a weekly pay-roll of $4,000. 
But I do not see from what standpoint that 
is or how the two connect. All depends 
upon the length of the season, the artists 
engaged, etc.“ 

Miss Millar, while not considering herself 
free to give the weekly pay-roll total of the 
Chicago Orchestra, admitted that it amount- 
ed to something like that. 

“The plan which would be best, but which 
is of course impossible, would be the sub- 
sidizing of orchestras in the various cities 
of the country by the government. Such 
being impossible, this subscription plan re- 
mains the thing to do. As the support of 
the orchestra grew the extra fund accruing 
from the interest on this subscribed fund 
could go toward the building of a hall for 
the organization and the founding of an 
orchestral school, from which the ranks of 
the orchestra could be recruited.
